\““It. prohibits the manufacture, sale, 
transportation, etc., of all intoxicat- 
ing liquors for beverage purposes 
within the United States, and pro- 
vides that Congress and the Legis- 
latures of the several states shall 
cOncurrently, by appropriate legi8la- 
tion, enforce its terms. 

“In -obedience to the Constitution 
and for enforcement purpOses, Con- 
gress, by a vote of more than two- 
thirds of each House, passed the 
Volstead Act, and Callfornia’s Legis- 
lature enacted the Harris Law, des- 
ignated No. 2 on the ballot. ‘ 


“These laws are substant/ally the 
same, Both define intoxicating 
liquors ag those containing more 


than one-half of one per cent of 
alcohol by volume (thus following a 


sale, transportation, etc., thereof, for 
beverage purposes, but permit the 
same under reasOnable safeguards, 
for sacramental, medicinal, scientific 
and industrial putposes. The Vol- 
stead Law puts in operation the Fed- 
eral courts and officers; the Harris 
Law: those Of the state. 

“The reason for these laws is that 
the Constitutfon ig not self-xecut- 
ing. It declares rules of conduct, 
but rovides neither peMalties nor 
means of enforcement.

“No attack could be more vicious, 
not «ven that of the imported Bol- 
Shevi.t who refuses to recognize our 
Constitution as binding him. 

“For this reason ex-President Taft, 
who Opposed ratifying the amend- 
ment, now advocates its vigOrous en- 
forcement, and members of Congress 
who opposed the amendment voted 
for the Volstead Law. Senator Hiram 
Johnson voted for it. 

“As the Harris Law is California’s 
only eNMforcement law, its defeat 
would be a refuSal by California to 
|Obey the Constitution and would 
|make California a nullification state.
